Landowners stap suit on Bonavista

Landowners impacted by chloride contamination from 
the Bonavista South Elkton Compressor Station are 
suing the company in excess of $1.2 million. 

Richard Sereda and Georgina Kiraly, who own a 27-acre 
property immediately south of the gas facility, filed the 
lawsuit for punitive and exemplary damages against 
Bonavista Petroleum on July 23. 

In a statement of claim submitted to the Court of 
Queen’s Bench in Calgary, the plaintiffs cite a drastic 
drop in property value and the inability to sell their prop¬ 
erty as being the primary reason for taking legal action. 

The document also states that Bonavista has “ignored 
their concerns in the face of their knowledge of contam¬ 
ination from the flare pit and remote sump and have, 
without reason or lawful excuse, consistently denied 
responsibility for the harm they have cause to the plain¬ 
tiffs.” 

Although several other surrounding landowners are 
affected by the contamination, only Rick and Georgina 
are filing suit against the company. 

The couple has been working with Alberta 
Environment and Bonavista since 2006 in hopes of pre¬ 
venting chloride contamination—which has been moving 
south off the plant’s property through groundwater since 
as early as 1994—from reaching their property, but have 
become increasingly frustrated with the company’s lack 
of communication and action and feel that the entire mat¬ 
ter could have been resolved years ago. 

Testing done on Mountain View County property, 
which boarders Richard and Georgina’s land, shows that 
the contamination has been moving south of the plant 
site. The couple says it’s only logical that the contamina¬ 
tion is on their property and threatens a creek that flows 


only 50 metres away from the contamination. 

The couple attempted to sell the property in 2008 after 
subdividing it into two parcels in hopes of moving to 
Ontario to retire, but took the property off the market 
after understanding the extent of the contamination at 
the neighbouring plant and the difficulty associated with 
selling potentially contaminated land. 

Rick says that because they only have two years to file 
a lawsuit from the time they were aware of the contami¬ 
nation, they essentially had no choice but to file now, or 
risk receiving no compensation from the company at all. 

“It certainly represents a last resort and the question I 
keep asking is what have we come to in Alberta in this 
province that a landowner has to resort to this because 
they can’t find any recourse anywhere else when they’ve 
been victimized like this? It's the last thing we wanted to 
do.” 

"We don’t launch lawsuits to make money. We’re having 
to do it because we’re at the absolute last resort here.” 

Rick says that the couple almost feels as though they 
are being held hostage because of the difficulty associat¬ 
ed with selling the property, and because they can’t sell 
the property for what it is really worth. 

"We also feel that our whole livelihood is being affect¬ 
ed here. We’re aging people and we can’t stay here and 
we can’t sell the property. It would be unethical for us to 
try and sell property that is contaminated, and if you tell 
people it’s contaminated, who is going to buy it?” 

Landowners with contamination on their lands are 
required to inform potential buyers of the contamination, 
and must provide any reports or testing results. 
Additionally, many banks and mortgage companies won’t 
provide a mortgage to a buyer looking to purchase' land 
that has contamination. 

Bonavista declined to comment on the matter, saying 
they had not been served with the lawsuit yet 



Lagoon funding 
snub stinks, 
officials say

Officials in Didsbury are wracking their brains on how 
to fund a nine million dollars lagoon project, after having 
its grant application turned down by government this 
month. 

The town sent a request for dollars to the Canada- 
Alberta Building Fund to pay for upgrades to the local 
sewer lagoon. 

The first wave of funding announcements happened in 
May of this year, when $227 million was doled out to 73 
capital and infrastructure projects in communities under 
100,000. 

Under the Building Canada plan, the federal and 
provincial government contribute two-thirds of total eli¬ 
gible project costs and municipalities pay for the remain¬ 
ing amount. 

“When we didn’t get the funding in May, I was told by 
our MP (Blake Richards) that there were monies still 
available for projects this summer,” said Mayor Brian 
Wittal. 

“I was hopeful, but I was also realistic and 1 figured we 
probably didn’t stand much of a chance in getting nine 
million when funds are limited.” 

He was right - on July 9 the government announced $80 
million for 84 municipal and provincial projects. 
Didsbury was not one of them. 

Alberta Transportation, which was involved in choos¬ 
ing funding recipients, said communities had to be ready 
to begin work immediately and finish the project in two 
years. 

Didsbury’s lagoon project is actually a three-stage $21- 
million initiative that would take longer than two years to 
finish and so it fell short of grant requirements. 

The lack of money has put the town in a bind. 

“The need is urgent, we are just about maxed out on the 
capacity of our facilities based on population,” Wittal 
said. 

The lagoon has enough room to support 5,000 people 
and the town is sitting at about 4,700. 

“We have to do something here, but we need provincial 
and federal monies matching us two to one to do this. We 
don’t have the borrowing power for $9 million,” he said. 

The town will continue to seek grants to start the first 
phase of lagoon expansion. In the meantime, they are 
teaming up with Alberta Environment to find short-term 
solutions. 

“They are giving us ideas on how to extend the life of 
our current facilities...like dredging out the lagoons,” 
Wittal said. 

Brittany Hutton, manager of infrastructure and plan¬ 
ning, said the town is also encouraging people to con¬ 
serve water, since all fluid rushing down the sink, toilet 
and tub flows into the lagoon. If the overall water con¬ 
sumption is reduced, it could buy the town time and 
space to store sewage until it can get funding. 

Hutton said it’s hoped the town will receive funding 
soon, so expansion can begin in increments, on the 
lagoon. If things are left to the last minute and there is an 
emergency need to upgrade, then the town will be going 
to residents and developers for funds and taxes are like¬ 
ly to spike. 

Going to taxpayers for dollars is a scenario the town 
wants to avoid, she said.

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Surveillance keeps everyone honest, police say

Allegations, complaints and distrust about the police have 
given the RUMP in Alberta, including Didsbury, good reason 
to hook up videos in cellblocks. 

One hundred and five detachments will get ('('TV cam¬ 
eras, with an estimated 20 going online with the system each 
year. 

"The central point is accountability,” said RC'MP 
spokesperson C'pl. Wayne Oakes. 

He said there have lx-on “incidental deaths in cellblocks or 
people who come forward with allegations they were beat¬ 
en or assaulted while in police custody.” In these cases, cam¬ 
eras can 1 h* "absolute goldmines.” Having activities in the 
holding bay, cellblock and interview room monitored 24 
hours a day can show investigators in the process of an 
inquiry whether the claims are true. 

The Commission for Public Complaints Against the RC'MP 
(CPC), the watchdog for the organization, said complaints 
against the police force have increased .'16 |>er cent in the last 
year. Police physical abuse is one of the top five complaints. 

“Things can happen very quickly.. .and people can’t always 
correctly reconstruct what transpired. A video camera 
makes it very useful for me to actually know what hap 
pened,” said Paul Kennedy, chairman of the CPC'. 

The federal and provincial governments are partnering to

foot the bill for the video technology and installation, but 
with limited resources they can provide money only as it 
comes available. 

Alberta detachments making high use of their cells will gel 
the dollars first and others, like Didsbury, have to wait any 
where front six months to three years. 

It’s a wait time the Didsbury detachment wasn’t prepared 
to accept 

I*ist week Sgt. Jeff Jacobson went cap in hand to town 
council, asking for nearly $1(X),(KK) to buy 10 video cameras. 

The idea is to have the town purchase the equipment and 
bill the government, to sp<vd up the process of installations. 

“This is a minimal cost to the town,” said James 
Reichenbacher, chief financial officer for the Town of 
Didsbury. “We will only lost 1 the interest on our dollars.” 

'Die interest, anywhere from $100 to $300, will be taken 
out of the budget for administration and the town will get its 
money back from the province in three to four weeks. 

Reichenbacher said the council voted unanimously to 
hand over the funds Ixx-ause it’s an “opportunity to support 
(the RC’MP) and their needs and push them up on the prior¬ 
ity (list).” 

Holes an* already drilled in the holding bay, cellblock and 
cell walls and the machines will In* plugged in as early as 
September. 

Sgt. Jacobson said he can’t recall the public making any 
allegations or complaints against local members, but said if 
they do, the cameras will either help support those claims or 
protect police. 


He said the cameras will also help |>olice safety. People 
taken to the detachment often start to struggle when they 
realize they’re going to Ih- pul in a cell. 

“I hope once people know they are being recorded, it de- 
escalates a lot of situations,” he said. 

Kennedy said he believes the Alberta-wide camera instal¬ 
lations are the result of recommendations he made nearly 
two years ago after the in-custody death of a 22-year-old mill 
worker. 

Ian Bush was arrested outside a lux-key game in Houston, 
B.C. alter he gave Const. Paul K(x*ster a false name. Bush 
later died from a gunshot wound to the head when he and 
Kcx*ster struggkxl in an RC’MP interview r<x>m. 

In an inquiry, where Koester was found justified in using 
deadly force, the CPC made a recommendation that auto¬ 
mated closed-circuit cameras be in every RC’MP detachment 
where prisoners art* held and released By law, Kennedy’s 
recommendations are not binding. 

“Tlie public Ls demanding greater assurances to what is 
going on and here Ls the lx*st possible record,” said Kennedy 

He said it dcx>sn’t make sense for some detachments to 
have excellent recording cameras, while others an- still 
using cassette players. Kennedy sent a report to each solici¬ 
tor general across Canada to request the provinces hand 
over funds for modem surveillance. 

“If Alberta Ls doing it, that’s excellent. Now I’d like to see 
the other six provinces where the RC’MP are, do this kind of 
policing.”

“Since news of the park came out, there has been a 
lot of buzz; people are really talking about it and we 
don’t want to lose that.”

“Parents need to antici¬ 
pate what to do if their kids 
get sick or they themselves 
get sick.” 

Corriveau said the 
provincial health authority 
isn’t anticipating large- 
scale school closures or the 
shutdown of summer 
events to delay the flu, but 
they are not ruling any 
options out either. 

The province is keeping 
an eye on the pandemic and 
has seen only sporadic 
cases in children, so he said 
shutting down schools 
province-wide isn’t practi¬ 
cal. 

“The issue becomes, 
where will kids go if there 
is no school? They’ll be in 
malls or babysat by grand¬ 
parents and the flu will still 
spread,” Corriveau said. 

“(Shutting schools) 
would also be a social dis¬ 
ruption with parents having 
to leave work and that 
can...compound into other 
problems with the econo¬ 
my.” 

He said schools are actu¬ 
ally ’good settings’ for chil¬ 
dren to get the flu, because 
they are monitored, isolat¬ 
ed if they are sick and sent 
home to parents. 

Intimately, it will he up to 
Chinook’s Edge whether 
students get an extended 
holiday. 

Jim Gibbons, superin¬ 
tendent for Chinook's 
Edge, doesn’t foresee wide¬ 
spread closures this 
September, although like 
Alberta Health and 
Wellness, he isn’t ruling 


anything out. 

Schools in Mountain 
View County haven’t yet 
had a confirmed case of 
H1N1 and wouldn’t close 
down if one child got sick. 
If there is an outbreak, 
however, the district has 
every “right to close 
schools." 

The school division is 
going to be watching stu¬ 
dents this September and 
will continue to implement 
its pandemic plan. 

“The biggest thing is pre¬ 
cautionary measures, like 
instructing students about 
handwashing and flu eti¬ 
quette because we know 
this is spread by human 
contact," Gibbons said. 

He said Chinook’s Edge is 
working closely with the 
local health authority to 
prepare for a possible fall 
flu flare-up and said 
schools will be “very safe 
places” for students to 
come back to. 

Still, the superintendent 
said he's quite concerned 
about the lack of a vaccine 
for returning youth. 

“If you look at the flu in 
the past generally speaking, 
they come back in the fall 
with a vengeance,” he said. 

“We hope to get (a vac¬ 
cine) to our students and 
have immunization sites in 
conjunction with the health 
authority." 

Alberta Health and 
Wellness says a vaccine, the 
ultimate protection, will be 
moving through medical tri¬ 
als in the next few months 
and if approved according 
to plan, vaccinations will be 
available in early 
November.

Local parent Karen 
Rothenbusch, can’t imagine 
Ross Ford Elementary clos¬ 
ing its doors to students 
this fall to slow the spread 
ofHINl influenza. 

“It wouldn’t make sense. 
Whether the kids go to 
school in September, 
October or November, they 
are eventually going to get 
together,” she said. 

Before the school consid¬ 
ers locking its doors, it 
should focus on stringent 
preventive measures, such 
as making sure there's soap 
in dispensers for students 
to wash up, Rothenbusch 
said. 

She herself is a big believ¬ 
er in doing what you can to 
prevent the flu, although 
she doesn’t worry over¬ 
much about her kids con¬ 
tracting the strain. 

“I am not too worried 
about it. 1 will deal with 
(the flu) when it comes, but 
I can't live in fear; it’d stress 
me right out.” 

Last week, the World 
Health Organization 

announced the flu is 
“unstoppable” and national 
health authorities may 
want to consider closing 
down schools in September 
to slow the spread. 

The Lancet, a medical 
publication, weighed in on 
closing schools during the 
pandemic and suggested 
the move could cut infec¬ 
tion rates as much as 40 per 
cent at the outbreak peak 
because of the role children 
play in transmitting the dls-

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H1N1 flu has killed more 
than 700 worldwide since 
emerging in April, including 
four people in Alberta.

need to take responsibility 
on their own to recycle and 
compost.

He too noticed recy- 
clables being tossed and 
bins heaping with junk and 
thought it important the 
town take a tough stance 
on reduction. 

The town has had a 
closed lid bylaw since 2004 
but only started steadily 
enforcing it when residents 
got their organic waste 
bins. If the lid on the can is 
up, even if it’s perched 
three fingers from the rim, 
the bin is tagged. Last year, 
the town fined seven resi¬ 
dents for repeatedly leav¬ 
ing lids open. Fines range 
anywhere from $50 to $225. 
In 2009, the town has gone 
on tagging blitzes, but no 
one has gotten anything 
other than warnings 

“It’s tedious for a guy to 
go around and tag bins, but 
whose fault is that? People 


pickup was cardboard, 
newspaper, tin cans and 
vegetables. 

“Forty per cent of our 
waste at the landfill was 
organic," he said. “Eighteen 
per cent of our waste was 
recycled." 

In 2006 Didsbury city 
workers lugged 1,155 met¬ 
ric tonnes of gar bag*' to the 
local landfill. When the 
green bins were doled out 
to residents, Didsbury was 
able to divert 310 tonnes to 
Olds College for compost¬ 
ing and 1,080 metric tonnes 
to the landfill. The next 
year, the amount of com¬ 
post jumped to 364 tonnes 
and the waste slimmed 
down to 852. 

The waste commission 
hopes to eventually recycle 
80 per cent of waste.

Despite some trash talk 
about garbage enforce¬ 
ment and the closed lid pol¬ 
icy, residents are following 
through on waste reduc¬ 
tion. 

Since green carts were 
introduced in 2007 to cut 
back on organic waste, the 
Mountain View Regional 
Waste Commission has 
“absolutely seen a drop in 
solid waste going to the 
Didsbury landfill.” 

Neil Kivell, chief adminis¬ 
trative officer for the com¬ 
mission said he used to see 
garbage bins overflowing, 
with cats and crows pick¬ 
ing through the scraps. On 
closer inspection, he said 
he noticed the majority of 
the material hauled out for

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A new national study has 
found that more and 
more accused drunk 
drivers are fighting their cases and 

winning reduced 

result Tiie results point to the 
need for governments to toughen 
up existing laws and to provide more prosecution 
resources. 

The Ottawa Traffic Injury Research Foundation 
study found a combination of overworked prosecu¬ 
tors and competing legal, scientific and constitution¬ 
al issues is prompting more accused persons to fight 
out their cases in court 

Nationally, 40 per cent of people charged with 
impaired dri\ing now choose to go to trial, a marked 
increase over past years. 

And once they go to trial the chances of an accused 
person lieing convicted an 1 now only slightly more 
than 50 per cent, compaml with 90 per cent a 
decade ago. 

There are two principal reasons for the change, 
Robyn Robertson, president of the foundation, 
reportedly said. 

First, given the mandatory penalties and provin¬ 
cial consequences of conviction, Crown prosecutors 
have limited latitude on sentencing submissions and 
are less able, and maybe less willing, to negotiate 
pleas inv olving, for example, no jail time or reduced 
licence suspensions. 

“Second, defence lawyers know they have a good 
shot at getting an acquittal at trial by raising constitu¬ 
tional challenges.” 

More than 1,000 prosecutors and defence lawyers 
were questioned for the survey. 

For many, many years anti-drunk driving groups 
such as Mothers Against Drunk Driving have spent 
countless hours and millions of dollars trying to 
make highways, streets and roads safe from the 
scourge of drunk driving. 

Yet despite the tireless efforts, hundreds and hun¬ 
dreds of people continue to die terrible deaths or suf¬ 
fer horrific injuries at the hands of impaired drivers. 

And now this new research seems to indicate that 
more and more accused drunk drivers are walking 
away from the punishment they deserve - and not 
because they are innocent, but because they are 
using loopholes in the laws or taking advantage of an 
overtaxed prosecution system. 

Ask any firefighter or EMS worker or RCMP officer 
or news photographer in West Central All>erta what 
an alcohol-fueled fatal motor vehicle accident looks 
like and they will tell you that it can be a very, very 
ugly thing. 

And ask those same people what they think alxnit 
drunk drivers hiding behind the law and words like 
‘sickening’ and ‘wrong’ and other much more colour¬ 
ful phrases are sure to 1 h> part of the response. 

Drunk drivers arc* getting away with murder 
because the laws are inadequate and the prosecution

I would like to ask a 
question to all of those businesses 
that slip flyers into our newspa¬ 
pers. “Is this really putting your 
marketing dollars to the best use?" 


I am a resident who does not 
look at your flyers and now I have 
no choice but to take these flyers 
and dispose of them. In a world 
where technology is growing and 
people are using the web more, 
would it not make more sense to 
have your flyers on your website, 
and maybe put a $200 ad in the 
newspaper advertising: “We care 
about our environment so please 
check out our weekly flyer on our 
website or come into the location 
nearest you.”

Muriel Hoeft, a veteran of the 55 plus 
summer games ami six-time gold winner, 
went out with hling last weekend. 

In the 200ft games in Airdrie, the 80-year- 
old Didsbury resident took home the gold 
in women’s golf for the over 75 category. It 
will be the last medal the retiring competi¬ 
tor plans to collect. 

“It was a surprise, I wasn't expecting to 
win because I am getting older and coming 
to the end of my limits," she said.

Though this last tournament, the putting 
w as a challenge. 

“Nobody could putt. The greens were so 
fast with the slope, we had more putts 
than we should have,” she said of herself 
and seven other competitors. 

“We had a real hard time, but 1 guess I 
happened to get a few good ones in.” 

She said it could have been her drives 
that clinched her win, since her putts were 
a little weak. 

“I won by five strokes. Two tied behind 
me for second and third," she said. 

Her score was 203. 

Hoeft wasn’t the only Didsbury resident 
who packed off to the games, Friday. 
Douglas Bruce placed fourth in the over 65 
golf category with a 148 score. 

“I had a really good time there. I met 
some great people and I had a good group 
to golf with," he said.
